It is expected the young 
Carper will base his defense on 
self-defense, claiming in his con- 
fession to Sheriff Gale Sesler of 
Lancaster that he shot his father 
after his life had been threatened 
with a shotgun and then with a 
knife.

he stated that he had killed his 
father near the spot where the

TWO ARE RELEASED 


Youn£ Carper after confessing 


his crime to Fairfield-co officials 
said that his father had always 
mistreated his family and at one 
time struck Golden Carper, 20, 
another c-on, on the head so hard 
that he was forced to undergo 
treatment in a hospital. The old- 
ei Carper boy and a brother-in- 
law William Lewis Day, were re- 
leased from custody of Fairfield 
officials following the confession. 


According to young Carper, his 


fathei asked him to go hunting 
on Aug. 4th, the day 
of the 


murder, and after obtaining shells 
at Laurelville the two drove to 
^the woods -where the body"—WBSJ 
found one week later. There the 
oldei Carper got out and saying 
that it seemed a good place for

GRABBED WEAPON 


The two went up the hollow

After shooting his father young 


Carper took ten dollars, the only 
contents of the slain man's poc- 
kets, he said.

slapped an extra $2 on the price 
of every five-gallon can of alcohol 
sold in the city. Some time ago 
the price of these five-gallon cans 
was "pegged" at $30. It has now 
jumped to ?32 a can to every sa- 
loonkeeper. 
The S2 goes 'to the 


fund. 


Twenty-five thousand 
five-gal- 


lon cans of alcohol are sold week- 
ly in the Chicago 
metropolitan 


district.

nedy declared. 
The assistant state welfare di­ 
rector p ointed out th at the sav ings 
to p ractically ev ery county of the 
state by p rov iding additional fa­ 
cilities in state institutio ns for p a­ 
tients will more than p ay for the 
bond issue. 
CROWDED CONDITIONS 
“At p resent time there are hun­ 
dreds of p atients who cannot be 
adm itted to state institutions be­ 
cause of ov er-crowded conditions. 
Under the law the counties must 
themselv es take care of these p a­ 
tients.

BUYING VOES 


An Open Lottor 


Editor, Circleville Herald:— 
We are sending you thia open 


letter for publication on behalf of 
a large number of law-rcapecting, 
law-abiding- and at the sa.me time 
impatient citizens and voters of 
Circleville. 


A number of years ago, vote- 


buying at from $2 to $10 per bead 
in the country at large, was the 
almost universal custom. In these 
later days and as bitter partis- 
anship comes more and more into 
disrepute, the character-degrading 
and law-defying custom, has gone 
out of fashion except in sections 
few and far between. 
, • 


As shame-facedly as the confes-j 


sion must be mado, certain Circle- 
ville 
politicians 
Appear 
to 
be 


among the few whj have not yet 
heard that vote-buying is no long- 
er in vogue; that it is not only a 
defiance of our election laws but 
renders a candidate if thus nomin- 
ated or elected unfit for and in- 
eligible to office. 
Moreover, it 


subjects the vote-buyer to prose- 
cution, fine and imprisonment. Be- 
low, is the section, in substance, 
of the election laws relative to 
vote-buying or bribery and which 
it is the duty of the Prosecuting 
Attorney to enforce under his path 
and with all due diligence: 


"Whoever, before, during or 


after any primary convention 
or election, gives, lends, offers 
or procures or 
promises to 


give, lend, offers, procures or 
promise, lo give money, of- 
fice, employment, Influence or 
other valuable consideration, 
to or for a delegate, elector 
or other person; or attempts 
by intimidation, coercion or 
other unlawful means, to in- 
duce such delegate or elector 
to register or refrain from re- 
gistering, to vote or refrain 
from voting at- a primary or 


I 
an election, shall be guilty ol 
bribery and. shall upon con- 
viction, b6 fined 
not 
more 


than $1000 or imprisoned in 
the -penitentiary not more 
•ffaan three years or both. And 
if he be a candidate he shall 
forfeit the nomination and if 
elected he shall forfeit the of- 
fice." 
i\ow that is what we would call 


a pretty plain and. stiff section of 
law; and candidates who violate 
it, are not only unfit to hold of- 
fice but in doing so, are looking 
squarely into the door of the pen- 
itentiary. 


It is generally and pretty well 


known that for several years past, 
vote-buying in Circleville,: has been 
a custom of certain 
candidates. 


Recently,.a body of law-abiding 
-citizens-counseled- -together._ and 
substantially 
organized to see 


what could be done to circumvent 
this unlawful"' degrading''.and vic- 
ious; practiced ;:Naturallyi 
these 


citizens expect the cooperation of 
the proper officials as well as law- 
abiding citizens, generally in this 
laudable undertaking of purifying 
our elections. 
It is fair to as- 


sume that the prosecutor has the 
same general information regard- 
ing these law-violations, that the 
average observing citizen has; and 
his oath of office requires him not 
only to be one guard but to call 
a grind jury and witnesses to in- 
vestigate any reasonable presump- 
tion of the violation of the elect- 
tion laws. 
The active citizens in this mat- 


ter of reform, are not anxious to 
prosecute their neighbors, at all, 
but vote-buying in a little city 
that we boast of in many other re- 
spects, is a burning shame and dis- 
grace. However, it may as well 
be understood now as at any oth- 
er time, that these citizens are 
not merely running a bluff. They 
are. determined that vote buying 
in Circleville must stop.

A statistician

ety, the intemperance would seem 
noble regardless of what it did to 
the inebriate. 
Society frowns up­ 
on the drunk because he spends 
for himself the money his family 
needs, becomes a public nuisance 
and usually makes himsell unfit 
for any useful service. 
Robin Hood was a thief, 
-and 
stealing isn’t moral, and yet be­ 
cause the gay rogue 
divided his 
spoils with the poor he remains 
even to this moral age a popular 
hero. When civilized nations appro­ 
priate to their own use the lands 
of a backward people the occupa­ 
tion is theft and nothing less. Yet, 
because the world benefits, society 
sees nothing dishonest in the busi­ 
ness. 
This is not to argue that the end 
always

but only that society, m its pre­

A number oi yea rs ago, v ote- 
buying a t from $2 to $10 per head 
in the country a t large, wa s the 
almost univ ersal custom. In these 
later days and as bitter pa rtis­ 
anship come3 more and more into 
disrepute, 
the cha ra cter-degra ding, 
and la w-defying custom, has gone 
out of fashion except in sections 
few and far between.

As shame-facedly as the confes*p? 
sion must be made, certain Circle­ 
ville 
politicians 
appear 
to 
be 
among the few w h j hav e not yet 
heatd tha t v ote-buying is no long ­ 
er in vogue; tha t it is not only a 
defiance of our election laws but 
renders a candidate 
if thus nomin­ 
ated or elected unfit for and 
in­ 
eligible to office. 
Moreov er, 
it 
subjects the vote-buyer to 
prose­ 
cution, fine and 
imprisonment. Be­ 
low, is the section, in 
substance, 
of the election 
la w s 
relativ e to 
vote-buying or 
bribery and which 
it is the duty of 
the Prosecuting 
Attorney to enforce under his oath 
and with all due diligence: 
“ Whoev er, before, during or

It is generally and pretty well 
known that for several years past, 
vote-buying in Circleville, has been 
a custom of

Recently, a body of law-abiding 
citizens counseled

what could be done to circumvent 
this unlawful, degrading and vic­ 
ious' practice. 
Naturally, 
these ^ 
citizens expect the cooperation of

the proper officials as well as law- 
abiding citizens, generally in this 
laudable undertaking of purifying 
our elections. 
It is fair to as­ 
sume that the prosecutor has the 
same general information regard­ 
ing these law-violations, that the 
average observing citizen has; and 
his oath of office requires him not 
only to be one guard but to call 
a gicJid jury and witnesses to in­ 
vestigate any reasonable presump­ 
tion of the violation of the elect- 
tion laws. 
The active citizens in this m at­ 
ter of reform, are not anxious to 
prosecute their neighbors, at all, 
but vote-buying in a little city 
that we boast of in many other re­ 
spects, is a burning shame and dis­ 
grace. 
However, it may as well 
be understood now as at any oth­ 
er time, that these citizens are 
not merely running a bluff.

has been eased.-according;-to L.-B. 
Palmer, president 
of the 
Ohio 
Farm Bureau Federation, in a 
communicatiqri_ tov the Pickaway 
County 'Farm"~B.ureauj but mucn" 
more remains to be done. 
* "The :Fann Bureau has consist- 
ently worked for a reduction of 
the "tax assessed against abutting 
property and has actively partici- 
pated in the passage of legislation 
which removed entirely the assess- 
ments" against abutting property 
on state highways. This has been 
made effective on all roads except 
those in the eight large-city coun- 
ties." Mr. Palmer says, "and the 
courts of Ohio have held such as- 
sessments in those countries to be 
in conflict %vith that provision of 
the state constitution which re- 
quires all laws of general nature 
to be .uniformly operative through- 
out the state. 


"The next session of the legisla- 


ture should pass laws that would 
eliminate all assessments for road 
building purposes. Adequate funds 
for construction and maintenance 
of all roads should 
be received 


from the motor cars, both passen- 
ger and commercial, 
which use 


these roads. This would be a real 
tax relief for real estate." 


Mr. Palmer calls attention to an
